I am con- 
vinced that the wellbeing of our wage- 
workers demands the exclusion of the 
Chinese coolles, and it is therefore our 
duty to exclude them, just ts it would 
be the duty of China to exclude Ameri- 
can laboring men if they became in any 
way a menace to China by entering into 
her country.

Amazed at Hill. 
‘“T am amazed at Mr. Hill's idea of 
what effect revoking the license would 
have. As a lawyer, he should know it

When asked reiative to cousui.ing the 
Attorney General in the insurance mat- 
ter, Mr. Vandiver said:

Shackelford’s Letter. 


Shackelford sides with Vandiver, giv- 
ing Hill some hard rubs. Among other 
things he says: 

“No personal interest of private citi- 
zens is sufficient to warrant any pub- 
lic officer in elther disregarding a law 
or delaying tts enforcement. What 
should be the response of a prosecutor 
if a citizén should say to him, ‘Please 
postpone the prosecution of that burg- 
lar till he makes a crop that he may 
get the means to pay a debt he owes 
me.”’ 

‘In my opinion, you are in error in 
supposing that policy holders would be 
injured by a revocation of the license 
of the company. How would such in- 
jury result? 

‘In contemplation of law, the com- 
panv has put by assets enough to meet 
every liability to present policy holders. 
If this is not true in fact, then the com- 
pany is insolvent, and would be wound 
up. 
Existing policy holders could not be 
benefited by the acquisition of new 
business. On the contrary, ft has been 
shown that new business has been se- 
cured at a loss. P 

“IT am sure that you had not care- 
fullv reflected upon the character of the 
request you made of Mr. Vandiver. 
What is it you ask him to do?. To sus- 
pend a law for 30 days. To grant your 
request would be to exceed his au- 
thority.”

‘Police Looking for Assailant of 
Ten-Year-Old Gladys 
Adair. 


IN HEART OF CITY 


Little Girl Attacked in Day- 
light Near Twenty-First 
and Market Streets. 


Detectives and police are searching 
for a negro who attacked Gladys Adalr, 
a beautiful child, near Twenty-first and 
Market stréets Monday afternoon and 
escaped. 

Gladys, who is 10 years old, is being 
cared for at her home, 2026 Pine street. 
She is slightly hysterical and can give 
only a vague description of the negro 
who chokec her and whose nail prints 
are still impressed on her throat, ex- 
cept that he is very black. 

The attack was made near one of the 
most frequented corners in St. Louis. 
A hundred men were within a biock 
of the place, yet-the criminal escaped. 

Gladys is the only child of Mrs. Laura 
Adair. ftler father is working in Kan- 
sas City and Gladys and her mother 
lve together here. She is a frail thing, 
with great brown eyes and a sweet 
face. 

She was kept in for awhile during the 
noon recess at Lincoln School Thurs- 
day and became nervous. After she ate 
her lunch at home her mother gave her 
permission to remain away from school 
in the atternoon., 

About 2 o clock she sent her on an er- 
rand to a friend on Walnut street. At 
the corner of Twenty-first and Walnut 
streets she met a very black negro wno 
ottered her a nickel if she would go and 
call a woman who lived, he said, at the 
corner of the ailey on Twenty-first 
street, between Market and Walnut 
streets.

Giadys staggering home. Hér clothing 
was torn and she sobbed hysterically.

One errest 
was made last night. but Gladys said 
the prisoner was the wrong man.

“Negotiations had been pending only 
a short time when the manager of the 
proposed concern informed me that they 
would not be able to use the building, 
He said they had been figuring up the

Mayor Wells could not have chosen a better word | 
than plausible to describe the public expectation 
of the conclusions vf a public commission which | 
has held secret sessions for the investigation and 
discussion of a public matter and in behalf of) 
which every public utterance of the Mayor has in- 
dicated a misunderstanding of the public’s rights 
and demands and a confirmed leaning to the stand- 
point and interest of the monopoly combine, the 
evils of which the commission was created to 
remedy. In the interview quoted the Mayor shows 
where he stands on this issue with monopoly by 
saying on the subject of the free bridge bond issue: 
“An increase in taxation is by no means a pleasant 
prospect. On the other hand, to deprive a corpora- 
tion of its just sustenance is not right.” 

Whether is it better to pay taxes on $3.500,000 
of bonds to free the commerce of St. Louis, or to 
pay millions of tribute in the form of bridge tolls 
to a monopoly? 

No one wants to deprive a corporation of its 
sustenance, but we do want to stop the levying on 
St. Louis commerce of special tdlls for bridges which 
ought to be maintained by the general traffic of the 


special tolls would not deprive it of sustenance, 
but of monopoly graft. Eleven out of 14 railr ads 
differ with the Mayor and agree with the peop-e 
that the tolls are unjust. 

In view of the Mayor’s opinions, we shall be as- 
tonished and gratified beyond measure if we get 
anything from his commission but a “plausible so- 
lution”—a solution which will offer a sop to the 
public without depriving the bridge and terminal 
combine of a single monopoly privilege.
